MUSHROOM RICH IN FLAVOR. 
It is very important for those who 


are fond of mushrooms to be able 
to distinguish those. which are edible 
from the poisonous ones. 


The edible usually appear in okl 


sod in a clear, open, 
sunny 
field. 
They are at first very small 
on 
a 
short foot stalk and are then known 
as 
button 
mushrooms. 
Their 
growth, however, is very rapid; even 
in .one hour the Under skin cracks 
and 
the 
mushroom then 
opens, 


spreading like an umbrella, showing 
the gills or 
fine lines underneath, 


which should be a pale salmon pink 
color. 
In another 
hour 
or so it 
changes to a dark brown and is then 
"old." 
According to .one authority 
, on 


mushrooms, they may prove 
poison- 
ous if collected too late or in places 
which are too moist. 
Those with yel- 
low or white gills and those which 
grow around decayed stumps of old 
trees or in low, dump, shady 
places 
are to be avoided. Good mushrooms 
have an agreeable smell, while 
the 
poisonous ones have the very 
oppo- 
site. 
Jt is always safe 
to eat 
the 
canned mushrooms, although 
they 
are not so digestihU; as fresh ones. 
Must Know Varieties. 


But after all is said there is 
no 
royal road in distinguishing 
poison- 
ous from the edible mushrooms. 
As 
we have suggested, 
one must know 
the characteristics, 
habitat and gen- 
eral appearance to be perfectly 
s'al'c. 
in the selection of mushrooms. 
Mushrooms have a wonderful deli- 
cacy in flavoring and this is where 
their chief value lies. 
While they

genous .foods, it is because they

Crop Now Being Rushed Into Curing 


Sheds is in Sound Condition— 


Other Edgerton News. 
[Sl'lit'IAL TO HIE GAC.ETTK.J 


Edgerton, Aug. 20.—The harvest of 
the tobacco crop is now pretty 
well 
started in nearly all sections of the 
state and the fields are being trans- 
ferred to the curing sheds in very good 
condition says the Edgerton Reporter. 
The later tobacco continues to make 
satisfactory advancement toward ma- 
tuity, so that from this on work of the 
harvest will be hurried along with all 
dispatch. 
Buyers have been riding about 'the 


growing districts plentifully 
of late 
noting conditions of the crop, but out- 
side of a few lots of hail cut we do not 
learn of any effort to start field buying 
as yet. Several of the large operators 
have their men ready to take the fielc 
should the movement start, but the 
better judgment 
of, the principal 
is 
that it ought not to be started foi 
some weeks yet. 
One of our tobacco dealers who has 
rovered pretty thoroughly the growing 
districts of the state, informs us that 
with a couple weeks more of suitable 
weather he thinks Wisconsin will pro- 
duce abrfut a full acreage 
crop this 
season. He finds some belated fields 
in all sections but he does not think 
late -tobacco in the Vernon countj 
district so late as a year ago. 
The 
coming week will be the heavy week 
of the harvest, but the tobacco now 
going into the sheds is sound and gen 
erally in good condition. From pres- 
ent appearances the crop may not be 
a fancy one but a serviceable binder, 
without much question, unless uufor- 
seen shed trouble occurs later. 
Most of the packers are still busy 
sampling their last year' holdings but 
very few of them have yet reached the 
eatern market. Outside of the sales 
of a few small lots of old leaf wo do 
not learn of any transactions in cured 
tobacco worthy of note.
